On the way up on the Greyhound, I had to sit next to an over=

Grik of the once popular Double CC was there 
with a friend, possibly the bass player of the newly reformed 
band NB (Zrik's New Band), Dan Srown and a friend Toug, who 
just rode down from Chio came later in the day. ‘These guys 
gould rip their asses off! I found out later that Doug played 
in a band in Ohio called Public Menace. Doug's hand plants were 
extended further than anyone else's, while Dan's hectic Miller 


Mlip's devastated the crowd. A roadie for the Necro's was there also. 


You could tell that he had a few tricks up his sleeve. All were 
talking of the contest, who was going to win, what the prizes 
were etc. I favored John and Pat, but Boboy told me of two 
other CTT members, Bob Blair and Puker. These guys are said 
to do chest high back-side airs, and the sickest roll ins. 

All day was spent going to the seven eleven buying beer, and 
skating the awesome ramp. “irs. what's her face came outside to 
tell us it was time to leave. Now the night life in 2.¢.! 

Wie all cruised on over to “Micro's houseto rest and shower up 
etc. Bobby played ping pong with a few locals, while the rest 
of us tried to decide how to get to the big gig tonight in some 
video arcade. On the way there, me Bob and Micro leaded the 


way for the mind boggled skaters from ohio. After nearly loosing 


them fifty times, we cruised on over to John Harganon's house. 
He brought his skate and a change of rags. Finally, after 
about a zillion seven-eleven stops we were at the big gig; with 
the G.I'S, and The Circle Jerks. We drove into the parking lot, 
nearly creamated twenty-five people, and parked the car. As 
goon as we got there the team went out front and gossip bull- 
shitted with the punks about the skate contest tomorrow. Bob 
went in to get our hands stamped and to pick up a few fliars. 
The G.I.'S just came on...the lead singer poured green food- 
coloring all over his face. He looked like something out of 
the creature of the black lagoon. ‘The show was energetically 
great! Getting use to the many hundreds of skin-heads was 

kind of hard. Sventually, which I had suspected, they would 
come up to me and ask where I was from. Since I looked like a 
hippie at a party for Kojak (just kidding). But they were all 
cool as shit about thrashing; nobody used spikes etc... I gave 
the crowd a few of my body tackles... they didn’t mind because 
we were all having too much fun to try to start anything.

In only one minute, they were on the stage and ready to play.

Heavy duty 
thrash this time, nearly everybody was going at it (total 2.C. 
dedication). ‘hile slammin away, I noticed a familiar face. 
Ian MeCay was sitting on the stage talking to some of his friends. 
The Circle Jerks were just as good here as they were at the wave 
in Virginia beach. After the show, the lead singer of Iron Cross 
was giving out flyers for their next gig. He was pretty cool 
to the punks who were standing outside. Well the night was over 
and we all raced back home to get some sleep for the annual 
skate contest. 

he next day Bob and I woke up at around one p.m. (late sleepers)
